Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants presented arguments as to why one of ordinary skill in 
the art of vapor deposition would not look to the refernce to Chan to solve the problem of increasing coverage area of 
the coating due to differences involved with placement of the plasma sources to form uniform coatings, etc. The 
examiner stated that these arguments appear convincing initially and that if applicants were to supply these arguments 
in written form to be placed on the record that this would likely result in withdrawal of the rejections based upon the 
teachings of Chan set forth in the final rejection. Applicants further presented arguments with respect to the rejections 
based upon Ackermann, hwoever, the examiner maintained that these arguments were not commensurate in scope 
with the claims at the time of final rejection and hence the rejections based upon Ackermann are being maintained.
